marketed at Greeley or Julesburg, bring 
from 81 50 to S3, according to size and 
condition. 


There used to bo bands of hunters 


living in "dug outs," who hunted buf-. 
fale solely for their hides. They were 
professionally known as "skinners." A 
party of three or five could kill and 
strip the hide from 75 to 100 buffalo 
per day, if the animals happened to be 
thick enough. 
The Indiani never kill 


without making use of the greater por- 
tion of the animal. It has been their 
food, cloth.ng, shelter and fuel. 
They 


used the hides for robes and tent cov- 
ers , ate the brains, liver, heart, and 
rump as delicacies, drank the blood, 
dried the meat for food, made the 
bones serve for knives, forks, spoons, 
ete., and the dried ordure for their win- 
ter fires. 


Three years ago some of the colonists 
at Greeley—a settlement that is more 
thoroughly Yankee than any olher in 
the West,—finding colony life rather 
monotoDons, and intho pursuits which 
immediately offered nothitg that paid 
very well, caught at the idea that this 
ought to be made a good market for 
buffalo robes, and so two or three fac- 
tories were started in a small way. The 
results are that nine establishmenta for 
treating and manufacturing robes and 
skins are now in operation. They turn-. 
ed out 7,000 robes, valued at 875,000 
last year 


WASHINGTON, March 22.—Tke Cab- 


inet to-day resumed the consideration 
of the Southern question, but mada on- 
ly euch progress aa to continue and con- 
firm the policy agreed on yesterday.

His keeper and the Globe Democrat 
correspondent have made ever; effort 
possiblejto get at the contents of this 
jouinal, but he has been so witchful 
and suspicious that up to to-day be has 
been able to keep the pages of bin book 
closed to tbe world. His constant ap- 
plication to this work, and his vaeasis 
ness whenever it was referred to, COD 
vinced his viaitora that he was writing 
a history of the 
Mountain Meadow 


massacre and hia connection therewith. 
On Monday evening last your :orrcf- 
pondent put the question to him plain- 
ly : "Mr. Lee, what are yen writing in 
that book?" he answered, "Don't ask 
me." 
It was a hard matter to preis 


upon the unfortunate mac, so ttie sub- 
ject was dropped. 
Tuesday evening 


he was approached again. 


'Mr. Lee, will you say what you are 


writing is not your confession ?' 


'I will see you to-morrow. Cull to- 


morrow.' 


To-morrow 
came, and the Qlobe- 


Dcmocrat man haunted hi) cell from 6 
a. m. to 3 p. m , but Lee refused to be 
interviewed. Later in the night, how- 


Lee was sent to report the massacre to 
Brigham Young, who said: "Brother 
Lee, not a drop of innocent blood has 
been shed, and I have gone to God in 
prayer.

the harshest language he can command 
He calls him "a wicked hypocrite,' 
"a dangerous man," "a scoundrel of tho 
deepest dye," "a nan that bold his soul 
to the devil years ago." He olaimti 
that Young is now helping to put hia 
out of the way; that it is Young alone 
who will be held responsible before 
God for the murder of the innocent 
emigrants, for it was he, and he alone 
who first thought about and suggested 
the massacre.

Lee was to get the arms of ths 
emigrant* and their sick and woo:>ded, 
alao the children, into wagoni ami start 
ahead. The Indians were to remain in 
ambush. The women were to follow 
after the wagons. The Indiana wen 
to kill tbe women and the militia the 
mtn, and Lee and the driven l« kill 
the wounded and sick-in the wigons. 
The programme was carried ont, the 
firing commencing when the wagons 
were half a mile. 
Seventeen children 


were left. 
Tke horrors attending the 


maeiacre were beyond deieription. 
The 


brethren were all sworn to secrecy.—
